cely croune,cauſed ſo greate and ſo ſodain 
an alteration of all thynges,b2onght in ſs 
ftrange and ſo valoked fo2 a bzightneſſe, 
to the ſtate and affaires ofall true Cns 
gliſhe men , powzed into the mpndes and 
hartesofall men ſo vnwonted, anderfte 
bnhearde ofa ioye , that what thynges 
were to foze affliced,appere now recom 
B.tiy, fozted 
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fo:fed,fofo2e decaied,now reſfo2ed,fofo2e 
lipngflatte on the ground, now raiſed vp 
acaine , tofoze defozmed, now refo2med, 
fofoze turmoiled, now pacified. Bereto 
mate pou topne,that ther who befo2ze wer 
eriled,are nowe refourned, befoze captt- 
nes,now free,befo2ze condemned,now ac- 
quited, befo2e moleſted, nowe pzeferred, 
befoze miſerable,now hono2able. Dhaps 
pte are we,that heare theſe thinges:mo2e 
happte that ſee theim: but moſte happte, 
thaf dately moze and mo2e fo our greate 
comfozt feele them. Andſurely right fo2- 
funate is Elizabeth, by whoſe onely ſafe- 
tie,and moſte high dignitte, there hath in 
a maner no leſſe toye and aladneſſe re- 
doiided vnfo all.then toher owne ſelf.35By 
p p2oſperous beginning of whoſe raigne 
not onely ſohuge a maſſe of miſchief is 
btterly remoned, but alſo ſuche a nomber 
of ood thynges placedin their ſteede,and 
ſo many commodities , of godlineſſe, vers 
tue,religion, lawes, indgementes,quiets 
nes,peace,conco2de,b2onght in:that now 


nothypng mate ſeme wantyng to our full 


and perfect felicitie, All whiche good thin- 


ges ought to ſeme vnto vs ſo muche the 
greater 
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creafer, by how mnche we mate beholde 
them enen in ournert netghbours the ras 
rer. Cmongeſt whom we ſee all thynges 
to bee on fire with warres, ſedittons, 


faaghters, robberies, periurie, crueltie, 


and treaſon, Then whiche, what moze e- 
ndente teſtimonie of God his fauour tos 
ward vs can we haue, what platner pzoof 
ofthis fatherly p2otecion and tuttion can 
there be tmagined, then that he dinibeth 
and ſenereth England, whiche he fo deres 
lyeſtemeth (as in tymepaſte he did the 
landofthe Iſraelites in Tgypte)from all 
other Realmes and Countreis that lye 
rounde aboute it.All whiche on encry ſide 
botlyng and farmoylyng th2ough Ciuil 
warres , onely Englande by the mightie 
Lande , and vaſpeakable goodneſſe of al- 
mightte God,ts pzeſerned and kept from 
all thoſe troubles. Seing then theſe thin- 
gesſo ſfande , who is ſo enutous againſte 
the common wealthe of his countrie,that 
can diſemble and cloke thts 2 Who ts ſo 
ingratefnil to your Pateftte , that will 
not acknowledge this: Finally, who is ſo 
godles againſt God hymſelf,that will nof 
reuerence and highly ertoll this his won- 
| B,v. derfull 
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perfull gvodnes towardes vs:Uho as he 


Hath beſtowed verie many, and thoſe o- 
therwiſe verie greate benefifes vpon vs, 
fo maie we recken this ofall other moſte 
greateft, in that he hath placed your Pas 
ieftic oucr this kyngdome , who as an 0s 
ther Moſes ſhould b2yng the people onf 
of Egypt , which befoze groned vnder the 
heaute poke of Pharao. Who asan other 
Tolua, ſhould v2yng theim in to the lande 
of pzomitle , andcaſte ont the Cananites, 
as an other Salomon ſhould butlde the 
temple of God, asan other IToſtas ſhould 
purge and cleanſe the ſame from all Jdo- 
latrie, and b2png to light again the booke 
of God his lawe,0z rather the ſacred Go 
ſpell of Ch2ift. whiche of long tyme hath 
laine hidde and brirted vp:and the ſame to 
ſette fozthe to all your ſubieces, to read 
and meditate therein. Who finally as an 
other Cyrus , ſhculd reſto2e the people, 
who hath been longe and greenoufly ops 
p2efſed vndex the Babilonicall bondage, 
vnto their aunciente libertie and fozmer 
dicnitie , and pzopoſpng large rewardes 
ſonld inuite and encourage them to the 
recdefiyng of God his temple,and finally 
ſhould 
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Honld gine them quiefnes , ſauffie , pz0s 
ſperitic,+ moſte ſound feltcitte, And theſe 
are in a maner(moſte noble Pzinces) the 
iuſfe cauſes of our retoylyng, not ſo copts 
ouſly handeled as thet require , as lightlp 
ſhadowed foozthe as tyme would gene 
leaue:To witte,that God hath p2eſerued. 
pou ſanfe and ſounde from all the livng 
in watte of your cnemtes, to the benefite 
of vs, his Churche , and the whole Com- 
mon wealthe,that be hath giuen you as a 
nource to his Churche,as a parent fo our 
countrie, aquene defiredof the good,and 
dzadded of p wicked , that by you he hath 
delinered this noble Kealme , not onely 
from calamitte , but alſo from all feare of 
calamitie. Lo bee ſhozte, that by you he 
hath fraughted this Realme with ſo mas 
nyand areate benefifes, as we could nof 
hane wiſhed, muche leffe haue hoped foz, 
God that btgh Creatour and conſeruer of 
all thinges, graunte , that as hee would 
this ſo greate and ſo rare felicifte , fo bee 
p:oper and pecultare vnto pon, ſo he will 
long fyme, o2 rather fo2 euer continewe 
the ſame , Andthus muche touchyng the 
firſt parte, wherein J baue benſo _ 
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the lenger , by howe mnche the fielde of 
your p2aiſes and vertnes hath been the 
' larger, Now come J fo the ſeconde parte, 
whiche tis thankes giuyng , wherein I 
meane to be ſhozte, leaſt J might be tedt- 
ous to pour Maieſtte.

many e excellente vertues are fo be ſn? 
Foz in that you viſit your ſabiectes, your 
finguler loue:in that ye view your Tows 
nes, Foztes, Bulwarckes, Yauens, and 
the very vttermolt cofines of your kyng? 
DPome,your greate wiſedome iotned with 
itke dilige nce and carefulneſſe;in that = 
ira 12g take 
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fake ſo greate paines , and vnderfake fo 
greate daungers , the incredible courage, 
and inuincibie fozce of pour mynde doeth 
apeare. This,this is if,(J ſate) ftoerccute 
the office of a Pzince, not ſo muchito-p20s 
nide foz his owne wealthe , as foz the 
wealthe of his people. And hereof Cyrus, 
(as Xcnophon mecioneth)defcribyng the 
duetie of a good Kyng,beynga right good 
Kynghymlſelf,.compared a good Kyng vns 
to a good Sheapherde , ſaipng , That the 
funttion of a good Sheapherd and agood Kyng 
are both a the . And Homer almoſte enerie 
where calleth his Agamemnon,The Pa- 
ſtour of the people. Whiche name doubtles 
doeth not moze fruelte agree vnto Aga- 
memnon , then vnto. your mateſtie , who 
are noleffe vigilaiite foz the wealthe and 
fafegarde of Enaliſhemen, then was thaf 
noble Duke Epaminondas foz his Cites 
zens the Thebanes, who(as Plutarche res 
co2deth)when as the Citezens of Thebes 
on certain feſttuall dates, gaue ouer then 
felues foo diſſolutely vntoplaiyng , ban- 
quettyug,e delityng the ſelacs in all kind 
of pleafarethe alone bothe watchfull,and 
fober, onerſawe the armour, and walked 
rounds 
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rounde about the walles of the cifee, any 
bepnademaunded why he did ſo, aunſwe- 
red,thathekept himſelfſober and watchs 
fall, to the ende other might with moze 
ſafetie bee dzouſie and dzonken. The cus 
ſtome and vſage of the zyng of Perſia 
was,tfobe very earely awakened out of 
- fepe, bya certaine Chamberlaine of his, 
appoincted fo2 the ſame purpoſe, and that 
with theſe wozdes.Ar:ſe O Kzng,and thinke 
on thoſe thynges on Whiche Meloromaſdes 
Þlled thee to thynke. But our Nucene of 
Englande Clizabeth, hath nonede ofany 
ſache chamberlaine, fobe her connſailer, 
as one in whoſe b2ealſt reaſon if ſelf, naye 
rather Chaifte his ſpirite doeth' alwates 
ſounde thus muche. Ariſe O Greene, and 
thinke on thoſe thynges, on 'Whiche Chrifte Toil- 
led thee to thinke,as allo that golden ſaiyng 

of the Poefe Homere. 

It zs no: ſittyng for 4 prince? 
All night m ſleepe to ſfpende. 
On Whom of common wealth the chardge: 
and people doth depende. 

15uf becauſe theſe thynges are befter 
knowen toyour maieſtie then to my ſelf, 
- Awilllef them paſſe ;left J might _ 
either

ng my ſelf rude and ignozant,to inftruct 

inerua,of all [carnyng the Ladte : 02 ets 
asadotyng Phormio to teache Anniball 
the arte of warre. Thus far to:chyng the 
firſt cauſe of onur thankes genyng. Now & 
wozdeof the ſeconde : Mhe whicye tn our 
eyes inap not ſceme (mall, fo2 that youre 
highnes (moſte noble P2inceſce) hath be- 
gonne not onely to maintaine and defend
